Western Canada Will Have a 
Good Harvest. 


The total crop of the West this 
year will probably not show up so 
badly as was «n‘icipated. This is 
largely due to the increased area 
brought under cultivation this 
year. It is a safe guess that there 
are few western papers that bave 
over estimated the extent of this 
year’s drought and there are also 
some*that/have not told all there 
was to say about the dry weather 
in their particular district. No 
matter what. any papers may say, 
the fact remains ‘that in southern 
Manitoba, a part of southern Sas- 
katchewan, and southern Alberta, 
droughty. conditions have pre- 
vailed and-crops are light. South- 
ern Alberta Las perbaps been the 
hardest hit, not because it has been 
so*much dryer there thun in other 
places ason account of the fact 
that many of the farmers in that 
section are new to the country. 
They haye not been long there and 
are less able to etand a poor crop 
than the southerr Manitoba far- 
mere who are simply losing on 


one year’s work. The older far- 


mers can tide over with less diffi- 


’ gulty than those who have been 


in the country only a year or so. 
Western Canada is too big to be 
put out of business on acoount of 
a drought in certain sections of 
thecouptry. This year will prove

RECIPROCITY. 


It will come as something of a 
surprise to the Canadian people 
if proposals sre made by the Do- 
minion Government at all in the 
sense of the Dominion Govern- 
meut speaking first in the nego- 
tiations which there is talk of re- 
opening.

Until recently it has been the. 
habit df police courts generally to 
deal with child offenders as-adults. 
Thoie found guilty of ‘breaking 
the laws paid the ‘penalty largely 
aco nding to the teattoas of the 
particular jostice before whom the 
Cause. came fora hearing. The 
idea of punishment for. wrony-do- 
iag was kept both before. the Court, 
and the culprit. In the event of 
it being decided that the evidence 
was insufficient, or of the presiding 
justice or judge being lenient, the 
child was allowed out on suspen- 
ded sentence withont further con- 


sideration of the case.

Under the old syetem of suspen- 
ded sentence a child was. often al- 
lowed or compelled to. return to 
home condition or evil- surroun. 
dings, which hed wrought his de- 
struction. Under the present sys- 
tem of probation, the child offen- 
der is placed in the complete 
charge of a pfobuation officer who 
volunteers to keep a friendly over- 
sight of the child’s home surroun- 
dings, its oo% panionships and 
amusements... . 

The probation officer undertakeg 
to act as guide and counsellor, to 
give friendly advice, and, when 
necessary, to see that punishment 
is administered either by depriva- 
tion of privileges or in some other 
way suitable to the offence. 

It has been the satisfactory ux- 
perience wherever probation has 
been used that in most cases tiie 
children are saved to good citizen- 
ship, and prevented from entering 
upon a life of crime, which would 
otherwise be their lot. 

Every city and town in the pro- 
vince of Alberta is in need of a 
number of volunteer probation of - 
ficers, who will undertake to act as 
‘big brother” to some child who 
is heading for the place where he 
is bound to become a moral dere- 
lict arid a confirmed crimigal. 
The friendly offices of a probation 
officer can change nearly ninety- 
five per cent. of prospective crimi- 
nals to prospective good citizens. 

The Superintendent of Neglec- 
ted Children at Edmonton would 
be glad to get in touch with indi- 
viduals who will volunteer a little 
of their time for the purpose of 
directing the energies of the mis-

That 
they will fall for this stuff is the 
hope of the manufacturers, but if 
they do, they will sacrifice their 
own interests. 

The manufacturers are not to 
be blamed for endeavoring to win 
the farmers oyor to their way of 
thinking for if they can do so, they 
will continue to fill te coffers at 
the: farmers’ But, the 
farmers should, secon, take the 
manufacturers to their farms and 
make them personally acquainted 
with the hard work attendant up- 
on raising-grain should take them 
to the elevators and'make them 
acquainted with the prices they 
are forced to accept for this grain. 
The lessons would be invaluable 
to the manufacturers if they 
taught them that there are others 
in Canada, besides themeelves, 
who are deserving of consideration 
when a tariff is being arranged. 

Canadians wish to see the man- 
ufacturers prosper, but not at the 
expense of either the farmers or 
the working classes. The farmers 
have equal rights with the manu- 
facturers and the latter are alarm- 
ed because they are beginning to 
recognize that the government is 
preparing to grant the farmers the 
tariff to which they are entitled. 
This.may explain why the junket 
is being arranged for the western 
agriculturists,

And that means that Canada 
must take steps to guard the rights 
of the people before they are in 
the hands of the capitalists who 
selfishly ride rough-shod over 
every person. The daily reports 
of mergers of enormous interests 
are not eo very good after all, 
Canada sbould profit by the ex- 
ample of the United States and 
make the strictest effort to prevent 
the corporate evils which are 
threatening this country.—Alber-

Dry Farming Convention. 

In Spokane there has opened a 
convention which is of more in- 

rest to Alberta than is even yet 
generally recognized. 

It is but a few years since dry 
farming began to be seriously con- 
sidered but already its results have 
revealed a sphere of usefulness 
second only, and perhaps not even 
that, to irrigation. In a number 
of states in the union areas which 
were considered absolutely hope- 
less for agriculture bave been 
made to blossom and bear fruit in 
plenty by means of the prinoiples 
which dry farming has taught. 

In Alberta and Saskatchewan 
during the present year, especially 
in the southern portions, there 
has been admittedly a considerable 
crop shortage. The yield might 
have been much more widely em- 
ployed. This is now acknowledged 
and it is pleasing to note that the 
farmers in this countryaare taking 
a vivid and general idterest in the 
proceedings of the congress now 
in session. 

The present season has taught 
some of us tbat however fertile a 
country wight be one cannot de- 


pend on a successful crop without 
employing thorough  wethods. 
Should this year’s experience lead 
to a yeneral recognition of that 
fact and a corresponding im- 
provement iu farming methods 
the shortage will pot bave been 
incurred in vain, and in affecting 
such an improvement in condi- 
tions, the dry farming congress 
will play an important part
